PHILADELPHIA.— Declaring that 
the prosperity of the country de­ 
pends in part upon its imports, Dr. 
W alter Lichenstein, executive secre­ 
tary of the First National Bank of 
Chicago 
told 
the 
Ninth 
National 
Foreign Trade convention that to 
“ have large exports there must be 
correspondingly large imports, and 
that with the increase of both our 
prosperity will be enhanced.” 
He also opposed full payment of 
the allied debt. 
“ Exports are necessary for the 
prosperity of the country,” said Dr. 
Lichenstein, “ unless, in deed, we are 
willing 
to Aace 
an 
indeterm inate 
period during which we sh o u ld 'suf­ 
fer stagnation and social and poli­ 
tical upheaval. Ultimately we can 
be paid for our exports only by re­ 
ceiving imports from foreign coun­ 
tries. I think that if we look far 
enough ahead, the danger of ‘dump­ 
ing’ (of foreign goods on Americ­ 
an m arkets) is very much exagger­ 
ated. 
“ If, however, we wish really to in­ 
crease 
the danger of competition 
in our own markets, all that will 
be necessary for us to do is to in­ 
sist upon full payment of the debts 
due us from our late allies. When 
we require payments of this kind 
the effect is the same as an over­ 
estimation 
of cur imports and a 
checking of our exports, for the pay­ 
ment of these huge debts means 
the exportation of foreign goods to 
us in enormous quantities, that be­ 
ing the only way in which these 
payments can be made. 
“ If we have permanently a very 
high 
protective 
tariff, 
which 
will 
check imports into this country to 
a marked degree, and our exports 
go on as they did during the last 
years of the war and immediately 
follwing, then we shall have an in­ 
flux of gold 
which Will increase 
ultimately our currency and thus 
in 
the final 
analysis 
affect 
our 
prices and prevent the exportation 
of our goods. In a sense that is 
exactly what has been taking place. 
Asserting that there is no special 
advantage in being a creditor nation, 
Dr. Lichenstein said, “\*e have still 
vast undeveloped tracts here at home 
and it will be a long time before 
it is likely that we shall receive 
much greater returns from foreign 
invesments than we do from do­ 
mestic ones.” 
Declaring that agricultural prices 
and profits are influenced by the 
foreign market, and that during the 
last fiscal year about thirty-seven 
percent of the wheat crop was ex­ 
ported, and in 1920 about forty- 
two percent of the cotton crop, Dr. 
Lichenstein said: 
“ The last census would indicate 
that somewhere between forty and 
forty-five percent of the people of 
the United States are still engaged 
directly and indirectly in agiicul- 
tural production. It is idle talk of 
any return to normal conditions in 
this country as long as one half of 
the working population 
is unable 
to m arket 
its 
product 
at 
proper 
prices.’*
